Major cuts were made in capital 
improvements, teacher’s salaries 
and purchase of instructional 
equipment. 

A total of $459,585 was cut from 
the capital improvements to bring 
that figure to near last year’s 
totals. An additional $94,855 was 
cut from the improvements of 
sites category. 

The cut of $322,515 from 
teachers salaries reflected the cut 
in projected teacher needs from 59 
to 14. These are teachers not now 
employed by the district but which

Lesser 
cuts were made in many other 
smaller categories. 


The cuts as presented to the 
committee would change the 
project budget deficit of $711,545 
to a surplus of $401,781, all of 
which would go into undistributed 
reserve for use during the dry 
period from July to November 
when district income is low while 
expenses are high. 

The district says that this 
reserve should amount to about 
$700,000 to ensure that sufficient 
money is available to operate the 
district during those months. The 
Budget Study Subcommittee was 
reestablished to go over the 
proposed cuts this week and make 
a report to the full committee 
Friday evening at 7:30 so the full 
committee can make a 
recommendation on the budget to 
the board. 

Named to the subcommittee 
were Ken Parker of the PUEA, 
Jerry Jertberg of the PUPA, Cliff 
Moon of the CSEA and Dr. Donald 
Pickrell. 


Finnell, Machado Take 
Over Mayor Positions 


Atwood Needs Help 


George Machado was elected 
mayor in Yorba Linda at a special 
meeting last night while Robert 
Finnell took over the leadership 
position in Placentia. 

Machado received the highest 
number of votes in the recent 
election. He will serve a one year 
term. Selected mayor pro-tem 
was Henry Wedaa, second highest 
on the voting list. 

In Placentia Robert Langer was 
elected vice-mayor, succeeding 
Richard Demmer. Mayor Jack 
Gomez went back to his role as a 
regular councilman while John 
Tynes was sworn in to take over 
tne position vacated by retiring 
councilman Vic Michel. 

Michel, who served ten years on 
the council in Placentia, was 
honored with a special resolution 
from the council, with a plaque 
from the city and from the 
Chamber of Commerce and with 


many commendatory speeches. 

No further business was 
conducted at the Tuesday meeting 
in Yorba Linda. Monday the old 
council had approved a resolution 
ordering weed abatement in the 
city and continued a proposal for 
summer recreation for 
consideration by the new council. 

In Placentia the council denied 
a zone change requested by Dyo 
Brothers, Inc. to allow a mobile 
home park on property east of the 
Hacienda Mobile Home Park on 
Orangethorpe Avenue. 

The council also approved two 
tentative tracts totaling 77 lots at 
the northeast corner of 
Bastanchury and Valencia. 

A request to allow a curve in 
Alta Vista Street to allow a pump 
serving the Alta Vista Country 
Club to remain was continued 
until a special meeting next 
Tuesday in the city hall. 
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The Atwood Community Center 
now finds itself deadlocked in its 
fight for city improvements. 

When the Center began to seek 
the $235 low-cost housing program 
offered by the government they 
found that their zoning would have 
to be changed in order for such 
benefits to go through. On 
December 31, of last year the 
County Supervisors did approve 
their needed new zoning. 

However, to receive the most 
benefit from this program and 
other city programs, they needed 
to annex to a city for help. 

After considering all their 
neighboring cities, Anaheim, 
Yorba Linda and Placentia, they 
decided to try annexing to 


Placentia. 

Their annexation did go through 
and the city of Placentia was 
ready to move in funds for parks, 
street and water development, 
and police and fire protection. 

This was halted, however, by a 
law suit by the City of Anaheim 
against the City of Placentia. 

Mrs. Esther Gonzales, the 
center’s coordinator for bringing 
beneficial programs into Atwood 
says, “It’s terrible...they don’t 
want you, but they don’t want 
anyone else to have you...We don’t 
have stores and we only have two 
paved streets...It’s been a battle, 
and when we finally come to an 
end, Anaheim decides to press 
charges.” 
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YL Rotary Hears Kanegae 
Speak On Japanese History 


The Yorba Linda Rotary 
Club heard a speech by 
Henry Kanegae, first vice- 
president of the National 
Japanese-American 
Citizen’s League, at its 
regular Friday luncheon. 

Kanegae, a native of 
Fountain Valley, told the 
club that one of the major 
problems in the world is 
lack of communication 
between peoples. 

He gave a brief history of 
the Japanese in America, 
beginning with the time 
many of them left Japan at 
the end of the last century to 
come here to work on the 
railroads. 

He also discussed the 
period during World War II 
when the Japanese were 


placed in concentration 
camps because of fears that 
they would be subversive. 

He told Rotarians that he 
did not believe in the ethnic 
studies program now being 
pushed in schools. He 
commented that the 
greatest need was for 
various ethnic groups to 
learn more about each 
other, not more about 
themselves. 

He also spoke against the 
law which allows the 
government to incarcerate 
people when there is a 
reasonable possibility of 
them being traitors. He 
commented that the 
Congress is now working on 
the repeal of this law.

Planning Commission 
Hears Church Permit 


Jaycees Lose Office 


The Yorba Linda Planning 
Commission will consider 
an application for a use 
permit submitted by the 
Evangelical Free Church 
for permission to build a 
church on the east side of 
Richfield Road about 350 
feet south of Kennon Drive. 

The church proposal is the 
latest of many which have 
been constructed in the city 
in recent years. 

Among other items on the 
agenda is a requested parcel 
map which would divide a 
7.5 acre parcel into nine lots 
on the northwest corner of 
Fairmont Boulevard and 
Yorba Linda Boulevard. The 
property is owned by Von’s 
Grocery Co. which is 


building a large shopping 
center on the property. 

Millet-King and Assoc, is 
seeking a one year extension 
on a tentative tract map 
filed for the south side of 
Yorba Linda Boulevard and 
the west side of Fairmont 
Boulevard in the planned 
community zone. 

A variance from the sign 
ordinance is being requested 
by Forest Olson for the 
northeast corner of Yorba 
Linda Boulevard and Linda 
Vista Street. 

The final item on the 
agenda will be a tentative 
parcel map to divide about 
1.1 acres into two parcels 
submitted by Arthur J. 
Hutton.

family plus other

Yorba Linda Council 
Should Be Careful 

A new majority took over the Yorba Linda City 
Council this week on a promise to start the city 
moving in a new direction under local control. 

We feel that there are many things which this 
new council should study very carefully before 
taking any broad action to revise city ordinances. 

First their mandate was not very strong. Three 
of the incumbents were ousted from office but the 
vote was close. Even a cursory look at the vote totals 
shows that there is nearly an even division among 
the people of Yorba Linda on what the future course 
of the city should be. 

Once elected to the City Council a man must 
become a representative of all the people in the city, 
not just a partisan group. He must consider all views 
before making his decision. 

Following this election, in which there was no 
clear mandate for either side, the council is going to 
have to be especially careful in its decisions. 

We feel that the new council members have 
much to learn about city procedures. We encourage 
them to become as well informed in detail as 
possible about present policies and to sutdy very 
carefully any alternatives they may propose before 
taking any action. 

Many areas of concern were brought up during 
the campaign, including city staffing, annexations to 
the east, and zoning policy. 

For a city of 12,000 persons, Yorba Linda has the 
smallest city budget and city staff of any city in 
Orange County. In our experience the staff is already 
over worked in carrying out its duties. 

Some candidates advocated eliminating the 
building department as a way to save money. The 
first problem that would arise if the department 
were ended would be that people needing its services 
would have to travel to Santa Ana for their permits. 

Although many permits are issued to large 
developers who would not mind the extra travel, 
most department business is done with local 
residents building on to their homes. We would not 
like to see these people inconvenienced. 

Some candidates have advocated requiring 
landowners annexing to the city, especially from the 
eastern area, to come in under 10,000 square foot 
zoning. We are sure they would like to have this area 
in the city but they fail to realize that there are other 
places developers can go. 

All of the area to the east is in the county. 
Developers can develop under county ordinances on 
small lots and without greenbelts. They can also 
annex to Anaheim and develop in much the same 
manner without Yorba Linda having any say about 
what happens. 

Policy on zoning will be one of the most difficult 
decisions to be reached by the council. Larger lots 
and fewer apartments, commercial and industrial 
was the cry during the campaign. 

Another cry was, “Let’s have a no tax city.” The 
previous council did maintain a no tax city under 
very difficult circumstances. 

The major problem is that when commercial 
and industrial development is discouraged, the city 
receipts from sales taxes do not rise as fast as 
population. Second, with large lots and no 
apartments the city population grows slowly, 
meaning that gas tax receipts do not grow as fast as 
necessary. 

The result of all this is that sooner or later Yorba 
Linda will need a property tax to continue to provide 
city services. Contract costs to the county are rising 
fast and the income to pay for them will be needed 
urgently. 

These are but a few of the difficult problems the 
new City Council will have to concern itself with. We 
ask them not* to rush into anything. Be reasonable, 
listen to the community. 

Before acting be sure that you know all the 
ramifications and consequences of your actions. We 
heard many wild statements during the campaign. 
We hope we have heard the end of wild statements 
and we hope that the City Council will guide the city 
in the best way it knows how, taking into 
considerations the feelings and wishes of all the 
citizens. 


The Placentia Unified School District is in 
financial trouble, along with nearly every other 
school district in the county and state. 

Rising prices and declines in state aid have 
produced a situation where most of the money 
paying for our schools comes from the pockets of 
local taxpayers. 

After all budget requests were in for this year 
the district found that it needed to cut $1.4 million 
from the budget in order to balance it and to provide 
sufficient funds to operate for the first part of the 
next year. 

Since the announcement of the needed budget 
cuts and the notification of teachers of their possible 
dismissal or reassignment we have heard much in 
the way of noise, discussion and comments from all 
sides. 

The teachers are rightfully upset by the way the 
notification procedure was handled. Some of them 
also have the feeling that they are being set up by the 
district for salary discussions. 

We feel that this latter idea has no validity in 
fact. Through inefficiency on its part the district was 
hit with a much larger budget than anticipated. We 
feel that the proposed new budget calendar which 
will produce a first preliminary budget in February

is a step in the right direction. 

We feet that this first budget should be reviewed 
and cuts made before the deadline date of March 15 
for teacher notification. 

For this year the district is faced with a bad 
situation but not an impossible one. The first cuts 
resulted in nearly $1.2 million in cuts before touching 
personnel items. The Budget Study Subcommittee is 
now studying these cuts prior to their presentation 
to the board of education on Monday. 

Between $200,000 and $300,000 still needs to be 
cut from the budget to put the district on a sound 
financial footing. Superintendent Murrell Miller says 
these cuts must come from personnel. 

We feel that by the time these cuts are made, 
and we will not know their extent until Miller makes 
his presentation to the board Monday, very few 
teachers will be out of a job. Most personnel cuts will 
come from normal attrition. 

We feel that the entire budget process was 
handled very badly this year. An inflated 
preliminary budget should not be the basis for 
completely upsetting all district personnel before 
facts are fully in. 

Only when all non-personnel items are cut to a 
minimum should the district even consider cutting 
personnel. This will be the policy of the board of 
education this year. We hope they will follow through 
and continue it next year. 

When salary negotiations come up we urge the 
district to meet and confer with teachers on a 
reasonable basis. Conversely we urge the teachers to 
study the financial condition of the district and also 
negotiate in good faith on increases.

A new ordinance revising 
the zoning ordinance by 
placing strict controls on 
mobile home parks has been 
approved by the Placentia 
Planning Commission and 
sent to the City Council. 

A key provision of the 
ordinance is that a mobile 
homes park is defined as a 
residential use which can be 
combined only with 
residentially zoned prop¬ 
erties. 

In the past mobile homes 
parks have been considered 
temporary uses which were 
placed mainly in industrial 
areas that were not ready 
for industrial development. 

A ratio which limits the 
number of mobile home lots 
to 10 per cent of the total 
single family homes in the 
city is set up by the new 
ordinance. 

The ordinance limits 
parks to parcels of 15 acres 
or larger except in 
extraordinary circu¬ 
mstances where a ten acre 
park could be approved by 
the Planning Commission. 

Density is set a 5 units per 
acre in R-l, seven units per 
acre in R-2, and nine units 
per acre in multiple family 
zones. 

The ordinance will require 
boundary setbacks of 15 feet 
from a property line and 20 


feet from a public street. A 
six foot solid masonry wall 
is required on the boundary 
line and 15 feet back of the 
boundary line on a public 
street. All setbacks are to 
be landscaped. 

Lots inside the parks must 
be 75 feet deep. The homes 
must be more than ten feet 
apart with a side yard of at 
least five feet required. 

The new ordinance would 
also require two tandem 
parking spaces for every 
mobile home and one guest 
space for every seven 
mobile homes. It requires in 
addition that one boat and 
trailer storage space be 
provided for each five 
mobile homes. 

Internal streets 36 feet in 
width are required except 
where streets are 300 feet 
long or less when 30 foot 
streets are allowed. All 
streets must be of standard 
rolled crown construction 
with curbs and gutters on 
the sides. 

The ordinance also 
required that each mobile 
home be served by a 
walkway no less than four 
feet wide running either 
parallel to a street or behind 
the mobile homes. 

The landscaping at least 
30 per cent of each lot is 
required before a trailer can 


even move onto the site. An 
average of at least two trees 
per lot are required in each 
park. 

This ordinance will now 
go to the City Council for 
final study and approval.

Sales tax revenues in 1969 
were 12 per cent above 
revenues for 1968 according 
to Placentia Finance 
Director Frank Dunnavant. 

In 1968 the city received 
$154,527 in sales tax 
revenues as compared to 
$173,186 in 1969. The major 
increase was $11,307 in 
taxes from manufacturers 
and wholesalers. 

Auto sales showed an 
increase of $2,980 while 
service stations accounted 
for an increase in income of 
$2,000. The largest drop was 
in food and grocery stores 
which fell $1,612. 

Dunnavant said that 
present sales tax income for 
the 1969/70 fiscal year is 
expected to be about 
$191,000, about $1,000 over 
estimates. 

He commented that with 
states estimates of a 13 per 
cent increase in the next 
fiscal year and with the 
opening of the Volkswagen 
agency the city should see a 
sales tax income of $235,000 
in the 1970/71 fiscal year, an 
increase of about 23 per 
cent. 

The state returns one cent 
of every five cents in sales 
taxes to city in which the 
sale originated every year. 
The amount makes up only a 
very small percentage of 
the city budget.
